The Wuhu report is 
that “288 piculs only of various kinds of 
native opium, mostly Szechuan, were im- 
ported—a doerense of 631 picula, Prices 
roso during tho.year from 1,100 to 2,550 
taals.” Tho Commissioner at. Kewkiung 
observes that, “Owing to tho effective exp- 
pression of -its cultivation in. Yuonan and 
Szechuan, native'opium importation fell to 
1,498 piculs, or less than one-fitth of the 
previous year's import.” The Commissioner 
at Haukow writes: “Throughout the year 
the opposition to the use of the drug was 
fully maintained. Tho new local govern- 
ment strongly dianpproves of ita usc, and it 
will not he aurprising if native opium ulmost, 
reaches the vanishing point “in 1912; but 
thera’ is no local knowledgo of ths stocks: in 
Szechuan and Yunnan.” From Changahathe 
report is that, “ Naturally, in the lirst days 
of the revolution, all restrictions were re- 
laxed, ond it is said that planting wos 
tesumed in somo districts. At the carliest 
possible opportunity tho new government 
took up the matter and enforced even more 
drastic measures than were formerly om- 
ployed, the chief features of which were as 
follows: The system of licensed establish- 
ments is abolished and all private ‘sales 


writes: —° In districta’ near © Shasi, the 
prohibition of poppy cultivation ppeara to 
bo striotly enforced.” Prom Ichang tho re* 
port is: ‘1¢ is reported that during the 
diaorder which attended on the early stages 
of the revolution in Szechuan, many farmers 
began planting tho poppy again, but that 
the authorities, having been apprised of thia 
fact, aro taking severe measures to stop tho 
cultivation.” Finally, we come to tho re" 
port ‘of the Commissioner of Chungking, 
who writes :— Tho restrictions against: the 
smoking of opium continued and must have 
been very successful, as the many smoking 
dena aud the smell of the -pips, which 
formerly were #0 noticeable in every streot, 
of Chuogking, are now no longer to be met 
with. Aft. tho tima of writing, the new 
authorities at Chungking have issued a 
proclamation ordering the ¢losing on 3rd 
‘March of the temaining places where opium 
for inveterate smokers is still sold. By 
this means it is to be hoped that whatever 
ground in the fight against the growing and 
amoking of the drug haa been lost in the 
recont general disorder will be regained, and 
that tha Chinese will speedily reach the 
goal at which they aim—complete free- 
dom from the opium ' evil,” Reports 
of a similar, character come from all the 
Central ports—Wenchow, Ningpo, Hang- 
chow, and Soochow. It is, perhaps, 
‘important to state that’ it’, since 
those reports were ‘compiled—that 18 to 
say, since the month of Mareb---that reports 
have beon published of i renowal of the 
cultivation of opium on on extensive scale 
in Yunnan, tzechimn and Chekiang, and 
elsewhere. .We may, for example, quote the 
following reference to the growme of opium 
in Kweichow, which appears in one of the 
lateat issues of the N.-C. Daily News to 
hand :—* There is no doubt that the opium 
probibition movement has had a big set- 
back in this provinces owing to the ro-olu- 
‘tion... Very, many:who bad managed to 
break off the habit bave gone back to.if, 
and it. is sad to see. the many quite yourg 
men now smoking. Most surprising of all, 
perhaps, is the fact that many. of the sol- 
diers from Yunnan have taken to opium, 
for we had’ somehow got the uotiot 
that they were untiopium to a man.” 
inthevame issue of our contemporary there 
1s a paragraph written by a correspundent 

in the province of Kansuh, giving equal! y 
ungatisfactory intelligence. “In most parte 
of: this. district,” he says, “an cnormous 
quautity.of opium was sown, but the plants 
being unsatisfactory most of it was ploughed 
up and autuinn graius were plauted in’ plaice 
of opium.”
